An exert from General Orders No. 11 
issued by Gen. JOHN A. LOGAN, Commander-in-Chief, 
GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC, Wash., D.C., May 5, 1868 


j “The 30% day of May, 1868, is 
designated for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers or otherwise 
decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country 
during the late rebellion, and whose 
bodies now lie in almost every city, village, and hamlet 





church~yard in the land...” 


“.We should guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that 
the consecrated wealth and taste of the nation can add to their 
adornment and security is but a fitting tribute to the memory 
of hey slain defenders. Let no wanton foot tread rudely on such 
hallowed grounds. Let pleasant paths invite the coming and 
going of reverent visitors and fond moumners. Let no vandalism 
of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time testify to the present or 
to the coming generations that we have forgotten as a people 
the cost of a free and undivided republic. If other eyes grow 
dull, other hands slack, and other hearts cold in the solemn 
trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and warmth of
